Springfield, O. Maich 9.—The work of last nicjht andthismorningwasnot 


done Oy hoodlums, but by an.organized mob with intelligence behind it. Tile 


mob went to the "Levee,"' the negro d'rtrict, in three sections, collected cot- 


ton waste and oil from the railway sheds adjoining, and having chased the 


150 negro inhabitants sway with pistol shots/began to set fire to the saloons 


and brothels. There were 1,500 men in the mob. Word must have reached the 


insurance companies yesterday, for they cancelled all the insurance in the 


district, wjjich was burned later. There are three fire engines in the city, 


but the firemen ~did not take the trouble to get them cut. Only the hook ana 


ladder and hose trucks arrived after the alarm was given and the firemen die!

Last night stray negroes in the streets vtfere chased by the mob or 


squads of whites, whose scle purpose teemed to be tc frighten rather than to 


harm them. 


No maiter how keenly the charge may be felt, it would be falsification 


to say that practically the whole while population of the city was not in 
sympathy,with the moo. Ti'is is why Dickerson was lynched when it was 
plainly apparent that he could have oeen saved from the mob. 


MILITIA WILL REMAIN IN SPRINGFIELD. 


Columbus, O., March 9.—Governor Herrick was asked today what would 


he done about the Springfield horror. "The situation as I understand it," he 
said, "is that the local authorities wiil at once summon a session of the 
grand jury to thoroughly investigate the entire trouble and punish the 
guilty. There is no need cf state aid until it is called for. 
The militia 


•will be kept on duty until it is seen that their presence is not necessary." 


FIREMEN DIDN'T WORK HARD.

STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. 


Richard Dickerson, or Dixon, colored, shot Annie Gorbin, colored, al 


Springfield O., Sunday. Policeman Charles Collis who arrested the ne- 
gro, was himself shot near police headquarters. 


Policeman Collis, a very popular officer, died Monday. 
, 


Monday night a mob gathered at the jail, battered, down the jail 


door, took the negro into the yard and shot him to death. The mob then 
dragged the body to a street corner and hanged the negro to a telegraph 
pole and riddled it with bullets. 


Albert Lobeck and George Hili, said to be leaders df the mob, were 


arrested for malicious destruction of property, but were released Tues- 
day. 


Tuesday night another big mob formed, and in an intelligent manner 


proceeded to the negro district of Springfield and set fire to the property 
there. The fire department confined th eblaze to the ne^ro district. Warn- 
ing had been given and insurance was cancelled Tuesday. 


Militia called out to put the city under martial law. Threats of 


blowing up the county jail were heard. 
No negroes are seen on the 


streets of Springfield Wednesday. 
Threats of more trouble tonight.

groes is aroused. They consider the 
whites have gone too far and are dis- 
posed to look with suspicion on the

CATTLE IN AUSTRALIA. 


H Tlierc the Same.an Our OTTM. 
Somv JM^advuiitsiist'M. 


"1 consider that Xc.vn.s and New Mex- 


ico arc the two best states for cattie 
raising in the United States. Next to 
them conies Colorado." 
This is the 


opinion of J. N. Sutton, a prominent 
cattleman from Australia, v.-lio has 
been spending the last year on cattle 
ranches in the west. 


"Your facilities for raising stock in 


this country are far superior to ours. 
Our greatest drawback is in the ship- 
ping of cattle. Most of my ranches 
are located in Queensland, but in all 
of Australia there are less than 1,400 
miles of railroad, and that much track- 
age can be found in any single state iu 
this country." 


Mr. Sutton stated that most of the 


cattle raised in Australia are sold right 
there iu the continent. Some are ship- 
ped to Africa, but the heaviest expor- 
tation is in the shape of frozen meat. 
The methods of raising cattle in Aus- 
tralia are similar to those employed in 
this country. 


"But the advantage there is," "contin- 


ued Mr. Sutton, "that land can be ob- 
tained cheaper, and more acreage is 
allotted to one man. In staking out 
land—and there is still a great deal 
that can be secured—one person is al- 
lowed to take as high as 20,000 acres 
if he wishes that much. 
In leasing 


land it can lie acquired as cheap as 
one-half to a cent an acre, the lease 
extending for a period of thirty years. 
At the end of that time if you do not 
wish to renew the lease you are paid 
by the original owner the full amount 
that has been expended in improve- 
ments." 


Mr. Sutton stated that they had lit- 


tle or no trouble with cattle thieves 
He said that Australia is more pro- 
ductive in raising sheep than, cattle. 
He estimated that there are 80,000,000 
sheep in the country at present, while 
before the drought that affected that 
country six years ago the number was 
almost twice, that much. The finest 
quality of wool is manufactured theie, 
and more attention is given to tlie 
sheep raising industry. — Denver Re- 
publican.

at which the fastest passenger trains 
are now running not only hampers the 
operation of all other trains on the 
road but invites difficulty and unsatis- 
factory work on the part of every em- 
ploye who has a hand in its operation. 
,It is necessary to clear the tracks Ion; 
before the fast trains are due, and the 
freight trains which earn the money 
are often delayed. 
It is- difficult to 


make the fast time, and winter makes 
it impossible to keep up the schedule: 
as they now stand, anC I think..the 
tendency is to gradually decrease the 
speed-of trains rather than to increase
